Mddrid, February 14.—At a meeting of 


the Spanish cabinet, held at i o’clock this

presided, Senor Gulion, minister of foreign 


affairs, informed the ministry that United 


States Minister Woodford had just handed 
him a note referring to Senor Dupuy De- 
Lome’s Ietter and to the meaning of sev- 
eral paragraphs in it. 

The note from Minister Woodford de- 
manded that Spain should formally dis- 
avow the insults to President McKinley 
contained in Senor Dupuy DeLome’s letter 
to Senor Canalejas. 

The cabinet council, after a warm de- 
bate, it is reported, decided unanimously 
reply to Minister Woodford that Senor 
DeLome’s spontaneous resignation and the 
terms of the decree accepting it were con- 
sidered sufficient satisfaction. 

It is understood that Minister Woodford 
received this intimation and dispatched a 
long cipher telegram to Washington. 

At the meeting the cabinet selected Senor 
Louis Polo Bernabe as minister to the 
United States to succeed Senor DeLome 
and. subsequently Senor Gulion, minister 
of foreign affaires, sent a cablegram to

Relies on Spains for the Rest.

to wipe out the unpleasant impression pro- 
duced by these statements, and it can now 
be said that this has been fuily 
justified and that the Spanish cabinet, now 
being aware of the full text of the letter, 
is expected within a day or two to make 
euch disclaimer of the letter as is required 
by the circumstances. 

The officials still maintain reticence as to 
the contents of the cablegram from Min- 
ister Woodford received late Saturday 
night. It may be said that all statements 
so far made as to the nature of this dis- 
patch are epeculative. 

Message Still a Secret. 

The message was not deciphered until 
well along in the afternoon yesterday, and 
then it passed into the hands of Secretary 
Day ,and the president in turn, who have 
teen the only persons: inj -Washington, 
save the employees who unraveled the ci- 
pher, to see-the dispatch up to this time. 

No answer has been made as yet to Mr. 
W oodford’s message, and it is by no means 
certain that an answer will be required. 

Senor Du Bosc, the Spanish charge d'af- 
fairs, was one of the early callers at the 
state department, and this naturally led to 
conjecture that his visit was in connection 
with the DeLome incident. It is stated 
pusitively, however, that incident Was noc 
referred to, but the call had to do with other 
pending Spanish affairs. Everything relat- 
ing to the DeLome letter thus far has 
taken place at Madrid through Minister 
Woodford. 

In some well-informed quarters it Was 
believed that any formal disayowal Bor 
Spain would be deferred until a new min- 
ister was commissioned, one of his first 
duties being to make proper amends and 
re-establish cerdial relations on all pending 
questions. 

Du Bose Is Reticent. 

At the Spanish legation today Senor Du 
Bose had nothing to say of the recent in- 
cident. He was not disturbed by the re- 
ports that a filibustering expedition nad 
slipped away last night, as he had good 
reason to believe that the expedition had 
not succeeded in getting away, and also 
that General Sanguilly was not conhected 
with it. as had been reported. 

Senor DeLome has about completed his 
arrangements for leaving the United States. 
His present plans are to leave Washington 
tomorrow night, sailing from New York 
Wednesday on the English liner, which 
gces to kiverpool. He has not been com- 
manded te go to Madrid, and unless this 
order comes he will proceed from Liver- 
pool to the continent for a quiet resi, and 
then go to his home near Valencia.

WILL CARE FOR CUBAN ORPHANS 


Christian Herald Instructs Generel Lee 
To Rent a Building. 


New York, February 14.—A letter was re- 
ceived today by The Christian Herald from 
Consul General Fitzhugh Lee, in Havana, 
relative to the founding of an orphan asy- 
lum in Cuba. General Lee said: 

“I have considered the advisabili:y of 
renting a large and suitable hullding for 
the purpose of founding a destitute orphan 
asylum, where the little starving children 
who have no parents or relatives to wate. 
over and protect them, can be placed and 
where they will be fed and well cared for 
and perhaps later given some sort of edu- 
cation. I find that I can rent a most com- 
modious eatablishment with a large bath 
and all conveniences as weli as ground 
around it, which the children can use for 
air and exercise. I would, through humane 
agents, collect these little ones and have 
them transferred to this establisoment, 
where they could pe in charge of nurses 
and other suftable attendants.” 

The Christian Herald in reply cabled that 
it would pay the rent of the proposed 
asylum for a year and furnish all supplies 
and guarantee to raise all other expenses 
for the institution.

Tug Leaves Fernandina. 

Fernandina, Fia., February 14.—A tug 
supposed to be the Dauntless arrived here 
at 10:30 o’clock last night and came up to 
the steamship wharf and proceeded at 
once to take on boxes and supplies sup- 
posed to be ammunition. About 12 o'clock 
eeventy Cubans arrived by epecial train 
and immediately went aboard. Colonel Nu- 
nez was in charge. A full supply of coal 
was also taken aboard and she went to 
sea at 2:30 o'clock. 

Spanish Consul Carrio says he has doubts 
as to whether the expedition left or not. 
The deputy and collector's houses were 
both closely watched to prevent interfer- 
ence from them.

Washington, February 14.—Considerable 
unnecessary excitement was caused among 
the members of the house today by the 
rumor broadly circulated before the house 
convened that important action relative 
to Cuba was to be taken.

Wants To Hear from Cuba. 

Mr. Quigg, republican, of New York, a 
member of the foreign affairs committee, 
Was recognized. He first called up a reso- 
lution reported from the foreign affairs 
committee calling upon the secretary of 
state, if not incompatible with piWlic in- 
terest, to transmit to the hous@ the cor- 
respondence relating to the discrimination 
of the German government against the im- 
portation of American beef, fruit or horses. 
It was adopted without division. 

Mr. Quigg followed this with the Cuban 
resolution. It was the. resolution offered 
by Mr. Willigms, slightly modliled as ful- 
lows: x 
“Resolved, by the house of representa- 
tives, Thai the secretary of state, and he 
hereby is directed, if in his opinion not 
incompatible with the public interest, to 
house what information, if

what sieps, if any, are shown by said con-

them from starving and suffering; whether 
or not the Spanish government has given 
the necessary military protection to en- 
able the mills to grind cane and what 
progress has been made in Spain’s effart 
to induce the Cubans to accept autononiy. 

“Section 2. That the secretary of state 
be directed, if in his opinion not incom- 
patible with the public interest, to send to 
the house copies of all such reports from 
consuls, vice consuls and commercial] agents 
of the United States in Cuba as may shed 
light upon the subjects above referred to 
and shall give information to the house 
and to the country concerning the condi- 
tion of Cuba since the advent of the new 
regime under General Blanco.” ; 
Mr. Quigg made a brief statement. sav- 
ing that in December the president had no- 
tifed the house that the indefensible pol- 
ley of concentration in Cuba had been 
abandoned by Spain in deference to the

Boston, Mass., February 14.—(Staff Cor- 
respondence The Constitution.)—One of the 
strongest signs of desperation here is the 
earnestness with which both employer and 
employee ‘talk. about southern competition 
affecting their business. 

Lovering’s Folly. 

A bil! has ibeen introduced in congress by 
Congressman Lovering, providing for 4n 
amendment to the federal constitution 
taking charge of the regulation of labor, 
so that it may be signed up throughout the 
country in a way to subserve the local in- 
terests of Massachusetts. Mr. Lovering’s 
Taunton mill has been subjected to a 7 
per cent reduction, Senator Hoar, in a 
fatherly way. as t{s his custom, has given 
his approval to such an amendment, while 
Chairman Dingley declares it to be the 
best form of domestic protection. In other 


words, as long as a protective tariff bene- 
fited the northeast exclusively it was suf- 
ficient, but now that the west and south 
have grown bold enough to get in under 
the blanket,” a means must be found by 
which the northeast can be protected 
against the enterprise of the south ard 
west. It is the old resolution passed over 
with a new purpose: 

Resolved, That the NAfion must, be sayed, 
and that We are the Nastion. ' 

In defending his proposed 
Mr. Lovering says: 

“The present variation in the hours .of 
weekly labor, from fifty-eight to seventy- 
two, creates conditions of discrimination, 
as between the citizens of the several states 
of the union, which operate to the disad- 
vantage of both labor and capital in many 
localities, resulting in unequal earnings 
for a given amount of capital, and unequal 
wages for a given amount of labor, which 
unequal conditions are contrary to the 
Aikdeaianes theory of the constitution of 
the United States, which contemplates 
equal rights and uniform privileges to all 
citizens of the United States, irresvective 
of the particular state in which he may 
happen to dwell.’ 

{if Mr. Lovering tack on a rider 
compelling the-northern dividend owners io 
divide up profits with those of the south, 
he might add still more effect to ‘‘the equal 
rights and uniform privileges” about which 
he is so solicitous. The plan, however, is 
a6 absurd that even The New York Sun. 
etrong as it is in support of the capitalistic 
classes, has been forced to give it a black 
eye in saying: 

“In the process of #ccommodafing him- 
self to the despotic restrictions of the Mas- 
sachusetts labor laws, Mr. Lovering’s head 
has been so addled that he has lost the 
understanding of ithe constitution of his 
country. One right which the democratic 
founders of the republic imagined that 
they had assured equally to every future 
citizen of the United States, was the right 
O¥ private contract and the privilege of

But Muddying the Waters. 

But the main purpose of Mr. Lovering, as 
was that of the Arkwright Club, ig to 
throw sand in the eyes of the workingmen 
of Massachusetts, and turn them away 
from their effort to have their wages equal- 
ized with 16 per cent dividends and $2),000 a 
year salaries to such songs of mill presi- 
dents as aet as treasurers of big corpora- 
tions. That they have succeeded somewhat 
on this line ig evidenced by the position 
of Mr. Samue) Ross, a mule spinner who 
makes this living by organizing labor 
unions and practicing politics. 

At the present time Mr. Ross :s a mem4 
ber of the Massachusetts legislature, ime 
which body he is chairman of the commit- 
tee on labor. He is also secretary of the 
National Mule Spinners’ Union, which 
gives him an interstate Prominence, and 
he is likewise secretary of the local Mule 
Spinners’ Union of New Bedfo-a. It will 
thus be seen that he is in the middle of 
the fight in all of its phases. lie must 
ever up with the beys in New Ledford 
by radicalism; he must keep his Status in 
the etatehouse by finesse, and he must keep 
his eye on the nation in a diplomatic way.

SAYS THE ATTORNEY GENERAL HAS CHANGED 


Administration Appears To Have De- 
cided Not To Redeem First Mort- 
gage Bonds of the Road. 


14.—During the 
open session of the senate today two 
phases of the Cuban question were ad- 
verted to briefly and the coming sale of the 
Kansas Pacific was brought up vigorously 
again by Senator Harris, of Kansas. 

A feature of the session was a speech in 
advocacy of the free coinage of standard 
silver dollars by Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, 
who called up his resolution relating to 
the free and unrestricted Gofmag: of stand | 
ard silver dollars without delay and with- 
out waiting for the consent of foreign nas | 
tions. | 

Mr. Allen reviewed at length the curren- 
cy legislation of the past and maintained 
that silver asithe money of the constitu- 
tion ought to be received at the mints on 
an equality with gold. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen’s remarks, 
Mr. Harris, of Kansas, introduced a res- 
olution with reference to the latest phase 
of the Kansas Pacific sale. He said in 
connection with the resolution that the 
reason for its presentation at this time 
was that the attorney general had informed 
him less than a week ago that he proposed 
to redeem the first mortgage bonds of the 
Kansas Pacific and have a receiver ap- 
pointed for the road. 

Attorney General Causes Surprise. 

“We were surprised yesterday,” said Mr. 
Harris. “to learn that the attorney general 
had decided to abandon his expressed plan 
of redeeming the first mortgage bonds 
of the Kansas Pacific and having a receiv- 
er appuinted for the road. By this deal, 
if it be true that it has been entered into, 
the government would lose $6,624,107 inter- 
est due.’’ 

The resolution, which had as a preamble 
the Associated Press dispatch from St. 
Louis announcing the agreement reacned 
by the government’ with the reorganization > 
committee, was as follows: 

“Resolved, That the attorney general is 
directed to inform the senate if he has au- 
thorized the abandonment of his express- 
ed intention to redeem the first mortgage 
bonds issued by the Union Pacific Railr rad 
Company, eastern division, now the Kansat 
Pacific division of the Union Pacific ratl- | 
road. and to ask a postponement of the sale 
thereof and for the appointment of a re- 
eaiver therefor in the interests of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, and also if 
he has authorized an agreement by which 
said property is to be sold for the face 
value of the subsidy bonds resulting In a 
loan to the rovernment of the amount of 
$6,624.107, and if the government has agreed 
not to be a bidder at said sale. 

Mr. (handler asked that the preamble be 
stricken out, as it was unusual to include 
such matter in a resolution of inquiry. 

Mr. Harris declined to eliminate the press 
matter, as it was explanatory of the res-

Mr. Morgan, in calling up his resolution * 
requesting the president to furnish the 
aenate with certain information relative to 
Cuba, said it was his desire simply to} 
learn what the situation in Crba is at the 
present time. 

Morgan Seeks Information. 

“It is important,” said he, “that hefore 
any action is taken by the senate upon this 
matter that we know whether or not the 
ad recognized the autonomous * 
in Cuba in advance of our 
and whether or not an agent 
has come here to discuss reciprocity with 
the United States.

two conspicuous state officials as candi- 
dates. has by no means been conducive to 
the peace of mind of the present chief ex- 
ecutive. Governor Atkinson has had dump- 
ed upon him the responsibility of one ap- 
pointment through the resignation of Col- 
onel Allen D. Candler, and it is by no 
means improbable that a further responsi- 
bility will confront him in the resignation 
of Judge Spencer R. Atkinson. Under 
Ordinary conditions these two high ope 
would be vigorously fought for by’ the 
friends of well-known democrats who might 
consent to become candidates for them, but 
at this particular time the indications are 
favorable to the inauguration of contests 
which will involve much more than the 
two offices concerned. 

The fact that Judge Atkinson has not 
yet resigned has apparently discouraged 
the friends of those gentlemen who would 
like to serve” on the railroad commission 
to keep them from openly annduncing 
their Intentions. But in Colone! Candler’s 
case it is different. His letter of reSsigna- 
tion, which was mailed last Saturday night, 
and a copy of which appeared th The Con-

is Dow @ part of the arc Of the execu- 
tive office. Inasmuch ag it is not to take 
effect until the 3lst of next month, the 
governor will have plenty of time in which 
to acknowledge its receipt and to act 
upon it. 

The Several Candidates. 

The contest for Colonel Candler’s official 
shoes has opened with a vigorous assauit 
upon the part of the friends of the: Hen. 
Bill Clifton, of McIntosh. A score or more 
of them called upon the governor. yesterday 
in his interest, and a private telegram wus 
received announcing that he had left his 
home at Darien and would reach Atlanta 
early this morning. In the same telegrant 
it was asserted that Mr. Clifton wouid 
only be a eandidate for Colonel Candler’s 
unexpired term, and would under no cir- 
cumstances enter the Yace against Senator 
Phil Cook and Uncle Mark Hardin for 
election to the full term. The Clifton con- 
tingent thronged the capitol coridors all 
day long, and it is very evident that they 
are prepared to withstand a long campaign. 

The friends of. Mr. pre- 
sented his name much less ostentatiously, 
and it is not known just what sort of a 
presentation they have made. Mr. Goetch- 
lus himself Was at the capitol for a few 
minutes, but he refused to be interviewed 
on the subject of his possible candidacy for 
secretary of state. 

“The first I heard of it.” 
when I saw my name in The Constitution 
this morning. I have understood since my 
arrival That some zealous friends of mine 
have urged me for the appointment, but I 
assure you that I am in no sense of - ti 
word a candidate for elther that or any 
Other office. I have come to Atlanta on 
business connected with my profession. and 
I did not even know that I was being talk- 
ed about in connection with the office until 
{ reached here. I may aiso say that I have 
hed no conversation with Governor Atkin- 
son on the subject, and have received no 
word from him in reference to it. If I am 
appointed it will be through no solicitation 
nor effort on my part.”’ 

Neith+r Cook Nor Hardin. 

Mr. Goetchius emphasized his remarks 
by going straight from the 
tol to his hotel, and he did not re- 
turn during the day. But it is unques'i{o: 
ably true that hie friends are making & 
effort in is behalf, and there is not a bit 
of doubt at his will oe one of the many 
names of distinguisbed Georgians submit- 
ted to Governor Atkinson for consideration.

Governor Atkimson spent the day busily at 
work ‘n his office, and he said last night 
that he had nothing whatever to say abuut 
the appointment of Cologel Candler’s suc- 
cessor. .

About Judge Atkinson. 

Judge Spencer Atkinson was at the capi- 
tol attending to his officia! duties all the 
morning, and during the afternoon was al 
hig iaw office in the Equitable building.

Trial Progresses with Less Demon- 
stration Thanh Marked Its 
Earlier Stages. 


Paris, February 14.~When the trial of 
MM. Zola and Perrieux was resumed today 
M. Jaures, the socialist member of the 
chamber of depuiges, was recalled. He re- 
iterated his belief in the culpability. of 
Major Esterhazy. 

The examination of M. Mautillen, the 
handwriting expert, was then resumed, 
Hie said he thought it impossible to ask 
the minister for war for the incriminating 
documents. seized at the residence of 
Dreyfus in 1894 which, according to the 
testimony of the witness on Saturday last, 
would enable him to prove that Dreyfus 
wrote the bordereau. 

M. Laborie, counsel for M. Zola, there- 
upon protested and twitted M. Bertillon 
with being unwilling to testify in court, 
while giving interviews to the newspa- 
pers.

Being pressed by M.. Laborie to explain 
how, unless he had seen the secret docu- 
ments, he was able to prove at the court 
martial that Dreyfus wrote the bordereau, 
M. Bertillon answered that he could not 
explain without documents which were no 
longer in his possession. This statement 
caused a sensation in court and M. Laborie 
demanded that the advocate general com- 
pei the witmess to reply. The advovate 
general made no answer. 

Finally M. Bertillon, who 
not answering questions, left 
stand amidst considerable uproar, 
borie remarking: 

“And that is the man 
dence Dreyfus was convicted. 
iM. Yves Guyot, the former minister of 
public works, testified that the Esterhazy 
court martial was a “‘parody on justice.” 
(icxcitement in court.) 

The further statement of M. Guyot that 
the inner circles of foreign governments 
were fully cognizant of all that occurred 
at the Esterhazy court martial caused a 
renewed sensation. 

M. Guyot expressed the opinion that the 
government commissioner who prosecuted 
Major Esterhazy was far more like counsel 
for the defense than the prosecutor. 

“IT am happy in the belief that all the 
best statesmen in France support M. Zola,”’ 
said M. Guyot. 

M. Teissonieres, another handwriting ex- 
pert, testified to identifying the handwrit- 
ing of the bordereau as that of Dreyfus. 
He added that the fac-simile had been 
blurred so as to make it resemble Ester- 
hazy’s. 

Later the witness created a sensation 
by testifying that friends of Dreyfus had 
approached him and had hinted that it 
might be worth 100,000 to 200,000 francs if 
he moderated his views favorably to Drey- 
fus. er ; 

M. Teysonnieres. introduced the name of 
Crepieux Janin, the handwriting expert, 
when he insinuated that the friends .of 
Dreyfus were ready to bribe the experts, 
bud under severe cross-examination he ad- 
mitted that the only foundation for the 
insinuation was his personal impression 
and that no bribe had ever actually been 
offered to him. 

M. Trarieux, former minisier of justice, 
threw such suspicion upon all the evidence 
given by M. Teyssonnieres that the latter 
left the bar much discredited. 

M. Bertillon gave his absurd evidence 
while displaying a fantastic diagram, amid 
continuous shrieks of lauchter. After 
fruitless efforts to obtain intelligible tes- 
timony from this witness, M. Laborie turn- 
ed to the jury and gaid: 

“The whole case against Dreyfus stands 
before you. They had him and the bor- 
dereau.,”’ 

The remaining evidence was rather unin- 
teresting. 

Altogether, the day was rather favorable 
to M. Zola. It is rumored that a report 
from Judge Bertulus, who has been in- 
quiring into recent developments in the 
Dreyfus case, will be produced and read 
in court tomorrow. dealing with unpub- 
lished letters of Comte Bsterhazy. It is 
likely to cause a sensation. 

M. Muilliard. minister of justice, 
moned M. Bertulus this afternoon 
they had a long conference. 

It appears that the juryman in the pres- 
ent trial who retiréd on account of illness 
was a contractor, M. Leblond, employed 
by the Rothschilds, and his iliness was 
caused by the threatening letters he re- 
ceived, a significant indication of the out- 
side influences brought to bear on the 
subject. 

M. Peleier, one of the experts, read a 
summary, of his report. which held that 
the bordereau might have been written by 
either Dreyfus or Esterhazy.

interest of the north also, and would have 
a uniform scale of ten hours a day, wheth- 
er people want it that way, or not. 
boldly says: ~ 


“The true way to protect the New Eng- 


land cotton industry is not to repeal the 
ten-hour law in the eastern states, but to 
extend factory legislation to the southern 
states. The development of manufactures 
in the south, or transfers of industries 
from the east to the south, should take 
place under modern conditfons. the 
south is going to begin manufacturing un- 
der the vile conditions of long hours and 
degrading social life which that implies, 
it will take generations for the southe 
states to get the social, political and ind 
trial advantage of diversified industries. It 
will but repeat the direful history of Eng- 
land in the first quarter of the century. 


He admits that no legislation can “di- 
rectly regulate the wages of southern labor 
or.prices of southern psoducts, but legisia- 
tion can provide that the conditions under 
which the people work and the length of 
the working day should be sugh as not to 
destroy the opportunities of social advance- 
ment and individual improvement amaeng 
the operative classes.”’ ‘ 

The professor is not so hopeful that his 
panacea would prove permapent, since he 
edmits that it “would not ultimately pre- 
vent the cotton indugiry from going to the 
south, but it would make its transfer more 
gradual] and its operation and growth in 
the south beneficial both to the southern 
states and the whole nation.” 

Much More Must Be Done. 

even if congress should 
induced to do so foolish a thing 
as to adopt § Mr. Loverings’ idea, 
end two-thirds of the states should. unite 
to give it effect, it would still fall far short 
of the purpose aimed at. The Raleigh 
News and Observer well remarks on this 
point that if congress had the right to 
regulate the -working hours in factories, 
and if it should exercise that right, “Mr. 
Lovering would have to secure a few more 
laws before he could destroy the advantage 
the south enjoys. In the first place, he 
would have to move the equator nearer to 
Massachusetts, drive out the native labor 
of the south, destroy the magnificent wa- 
ter power of the south, make ft as cheap to 
live in Massachusetts as in North Caro- 
lina, and change the soil and climate of 
New England so that it would grow cot- 
ton. Until ithese things are done, Mr. 
Lovering may expect to see the south go 
forward, and New England fall behind.”’ 

The Effect of Short Hours. 

There is an answer to Mr. Ross’s idea of 
short labor hours, which is at once con- 
vincing and easily obtained. In all of the 
mills women constitute an immense pro- 
portion of the help, and from Lowell to 
Fall River and around to New Bedford I 
have made it a point-to question them pri- 
vately, where they were removed from the 
pressure equally of mill officers and la- 
bor leaders. In this way a phase of the 
question was reached which was largely 
ignored. In the first place, the demand for 
shorter hours came from strong and active 
men, who had the physical endurance to 
undertake an eight hours’ unremitting bend- 
ing of the back to work. They took no 
heed of invalids of their owr sex, nor of 
the functional weaknesses of the women, 
which forbade the terrible strain of never- 
ending application. Under the old system 
of longer hours, mill men here, as they 
do now in the south, took some notice of 
these things, and made allowances therefor. 

With the shorter hours demanded and 
obtained by the men, came the cancurrent 
determi ion of the mill men to compel 
their help to give that increased service 
vbich had been promised them in return. 
This vigilance has been denounced by the 
operatives as cruelty, but it was not in- 


But be 


tended as such—it was but the acceptante * 


of a situation which had been forced upon 
them. There was cruelty to weak men 
and boys in it; there was barbarism toward 
the women in it, but the blow came from 
their strong and lusty comrades who, full 
of animal, spirits and masculinity, took 
little eed of the weakness of minors or 
the functional derangements of women. 
As neither class could vote, they did not 
count for much. It was in speaking with 
these women that was heard the most pit- 
iful stories of enforced application to work 
which reeled the brain and. exhausted the 
system. These speeches cannot be made 
in public union meetings, nor are they wil- 
lingly told in private, but they point out 
the necessary corollary of short hours— 
and that is, an exhausting application to 
work and strain on the mind, the evi! con- 
sequences of which can readily be surmised. 

Take the nerve-wrecked and worn Mrs. 
Pickering, for instance, with her short 
hours, and compare her with the graceful 
white-bonneted girl, with her long hours, 
as sho quits her day’s work, and the con- 
trast will be seen at once. 

The Way the Tide Is Turning. 


The way that the tide-is turning toward 
the south is illustrated by an incident 
which occurred in this city today.

GENERAL APPROVAL NOT GIVEN. 


a Uniform Strike Does Not 
Please Operatives. 


Boston, February 14.—From advices re- 
eeived here tonight it seems to be the 
general opinion in mill circles that the rec- 
ommendation of the textile wnions that a 
general strike be undertaken by the oper- 
atives in all New England cotton milis 
where a reduction of wages occurred will 
not be accepted in all places. 

It was intended at first that the energies 
of all unions should be directed to aiding 
the 9,000 operatives of New Bedford and 
that strikes in the other centers should 
be deferred until the New Bedford trouble 
was settled, but as the weeks have passed 
the members of the unions in piaces where 
there are no strikes claim to have found 
that the rate of wages under the reduction 
is so small that the operatives have all 
they could do make ends meet and are 
not able to help their New Bedford breth- 
ren. 

These facts, being borne out Dy reports 
that the assistance received at New Bed- 
ford from the cotton mill employees else- 
where was disappointing, it is believed 
had much to do with the recommendation 
that a general strike be undertaken. 

The local unions will take action on the 
matter during the next week or two and 
until a vote is taken it will be impossible 
to tell to what extent the action of yes- 
terday’s Boston meeting will be indorsed.

In Canton,.in the very south of China, 
where most of the traveling is by the rivers 
and canals, steam launcheg and boats car- 
rying foreigners have been repeatedly held 
up by bands of rufflans, and recently a 
EKuropa@n wonian missienary was brutally 
treated, her boat being held up in the river, 
the men robbing her of her money. 

From Formosa reports come that repeated 
attacks by armed bands of robbers are be- 
ing reported day by day. 

In the well governed city of Shanghai a 
prominent lady riding upon a wheel was 
insulted ‘by a Chinaman, who spat in her 
face. Chinese soldiers even in Shangnai 
have attempted to throw foreigners from 
tMBir carriages.

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What China Owes. 

While China is knitting her brow over 
the rival claims of Russia and Great 
Britain to the privilege of lending her 
the $12,000,000 which she desires to bor- 
row, it may not be amiss at this junct- 
ture to take the dimensions of China’s 
present indebtedness.

But the illustri- 
ous old commoner, though still in the 
ripe possession of all his faculties, is 
growing weary of the tiresome journey 
on which he fas been intent so long, and 
soon he, too, will say goodby forever. 

Strange is the caprice'‘of fate which 
caused so much genius to be lavished 
upon one single year of the century’s 
calendar. 
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Dingley’s Funny Organ. 

Dingiey’s home organ, ‘The Lewiston 
Journal, is not mealy-mouthed about the 
plans and desires of the republicans of 
that section. The tariff law having 
failed to give the expected relief to trade 
and business, especially to the cotton 
industry, another drastic remedy is pro- 
posed—that is to say, it would be dras- 
tic if the talk about it wasn’t comic. 
After remarking that ‘the refusal of the 
south to adopt humane treatment of the 
labor question is likely, at no distant 
day, to impose on congress sOMe !m- 
portant duties,” Mr. Dingley’s organ 
proceeds to unfold its scheme:

With this power given to congress, a 
long step would be taken toward wiping out 
certain existing inequalities of interstate 
competition as well as toward depriving 
the states of the right to control what has 
been considered a part of their internal af- 
fairs. At the present time the proposed 
amendment is directed against the longer 
davs and unrestricted child-labor of the 
southern manufacturers, but if the bestowal 


_——_- 


of a new function on the federal govern- 
ment should be the result gf Bourbon 


wages and hours in the south, it will not 
be the first time that those who want to 
keep the wage-earner down have overdone 
the matter. This is what the free trade 
south did in starting a slaveholders’ rebel- 
lion; this is what southern capitalists are 
again undertaking in refusing to follow 
modern civilization in hours and wages. If 
the Arkwright Club and the labor unionists 
make common cause for industrial evolu- 
tion in the south in harmony with that in 
the north, a great step will have been 
taken practically to harmonize the warring 
fections in the unionist and in the directors’ 
chambers, 

In this day and time such foolish 
and futile utterances strike strangely 
on the public ear. Thev are both be- 
lated and provincial. They belong to 
the era when it was an easy matter to 
stir sectional strife, or, to be more ex- 
act, to the era when sectional prejudice 
was active and needed small excuse to 
exhibit itself. But now they hit the re- 
squnding chord of comedy. 

Nakedly stated, the proposition is this: 
The New England mills find it impos- 
sible to compete with southern factories, 
though in point of fact, competition has 
not yet begun. They think that the 
trouble lies in the fact that the southern 
operatives work longer hours than those 
in Néw England do. Therefore, we 
gather from Mr. Dingley’s home organ 
that an effort is to be made to amend 
the constitution avowedly in the inter- 
est of a little bunch of New England 
states, so that every industry which em- 
ploys labor may be placed under the 
control of the federal government and 
all matters arranged with a view to en- 
abling New England to compete with 
her rivals in all parts of the republic. 

This is the proposition as it will strike 
the country, and it is backed up by Mr. 
Dingley’s home organ by the announce- 
ment that “the free-trade south” tried 
to keep wages down by “starting a slave- 
holders’ rebellion,” and that “this is 
what the southern capitalists are doing 
in refusing to follow modern civilization 
in hours and wages.” ‘The comic char- 
acter of that statement will be under- 
stood by those who- have followed The 
Constitution’s letters from New England. 
The southern mills have not, as yet, fol- 
lowed “modern civilization” in New 
England by reducing wages to the starv- 
ation point. When that is done, our 
factory labor, which is the most docile 
in the world and at the same time the 
most independent, will betray a good 
deal more resentful restlessness than 
that which has come to the surface in 
New England. .

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A Proposed Amendment. 

As a substitute,for the time-honored 
plan of representation under which each 
state in the union regardless of size or 
population is entitled to two represen- 
tatives on the floor of the Unit- 
ed States Senate, it is now pro- 
posed by a writer in The Chicago Times- 
Herald to so amend the constitution of 
the United States as to provide repre- 
sentation for eaeh state on the basis of 
population. 

The plan which the writer suggests is 
this, viz, to allow each state one sen- 
ator regardless of population, and one 
additional senator for every 1,200,000 in- 
habitants. Under this plan of repre- 
sentation ‘New York and Pennsylvania 
would each, im 1900, be entitled to six 
senators; Illinois and Ohio to five sen- 
ators, Missouri and Texas to four sen- 
ators, Alabama, Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Massachusetts. Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia and 
Wisconsin to three senators: Arkansas, 
California, Colorado, Connecticut, Flori- 
da. Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Missis- 
sippi, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Washington and West Virginia to two 
senators; and Delaware, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, North Dakota, Oregon, Utah, 
Vermont and Wyoming to only one sen- 
ator, making in_all 112 senators, instead 
of ninety, as atthe present time. Under 
this same plan of representation the 
number of votes in the electoral college 
would be correspondingly increased to 
508 instead of 447, as at present. 

Although the chief motive for desiring 
to change the plan of representation in 
the United States senate is political in 
character, it is not likely that the pro- 
posed amendment will be adopted. The 
idea of our wise forefathers in allowing 
each state in. the union, regardless of 
size or population, two senators, was to 
emphasize the political equality of the 
various states composing the union:

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The Gold Standard fh Japan. 

We are now getting the returns from 
the operations of the gold standard in 
Japan. They are precisely as predict- 
ed. Although that country retained its 
“50-cent” dollar by cuting the gold dol- 
lar in two, nevertheless, the moment 
that its eommercial and business inter- 
eats were tied to the gold standard, de- 
pression began to make itself felt. 

A year ago, when Japan had the sil- 
ver standard, every interest in the em- 
pire was in a state of prosperity, New 
industries of every kind were in pro- 
cess of establishment, business was 
booming, the export trade of the em- 
pire was increasing by leaps and bounds. 
It was freely predicted in Europe that 
the yellow man with the white dollar 
would run the white man with the yel- 
low dollar out of the commercial east. 

In an evil moment the authorities of 
Japan were led to accept the advice of 
London financiers and fie their finan- 
cial system to the gold standard. The 
result has been precisely what the bi- 


metallists anticipated and _ predicted, 
though calamity has followed more 
closely on the heels of prosper- 


ity than even bimetallists expected it to 
do. A correspondent of ‘The Boston 
Advertiser, who is connected with the 
Keio university at Tokio, sends to that 
journal a letter dated January 11th, in 
which he refers to the favorable com- 
ments made in the Boston newspapers 
when the gold standard was established 
in Japan. He says: 


Will yon permit me to state that the al- 
most universal feeling of the Japancse, as 
expressed in the newspapers, is that the 
adoption of the gold standard was, a great 
mistake. It is a general custom in Japan 
for newspapers to give a review of the 
year’s events at the beginning of each new 
year. In these reviews that have just 
appeared there is a general condemnation 
of the gold standard. It is acknowledged 
that the financial situation in Japan is 
very bad compared with that of a year 
azo. Public securities have fallen, railway 
and industrial shares are very low. Many 
new undertakings have stopped for want 
of funds, but chief of all, the export of 
cotton yarns to China is at an entire 
standstill. It is generally confessed that 
this closing of the Chinese market to Japa, 
nese yarns is due entirely to the new gold 
standard of Japan. 

He sends the opinions of two news- 
papers, which we reproduce below, to 
the end that our readers may see for 
themselves how well calculated the 
gold standard is to tumble a prosperous 
nation into the sloughs of calamity. The 
first is from The Jiji Shimpo, which the 
correspondent says is ‘“‘probably on the 
whole the most important paper in Ja- 


ed 


pan. 


We can speak only in gloomy terms of 
the year just past. Commercial affairs and 
political affairs reached their lowest depths 
cf depression and mismanagement. ‘Tne 
introduction of the gold standard proved a 
complete failure. Jt was to have opened 
the door to an inflow of foreign capital, 
thus succoring the distress of the industrial 
classes and producing an apprectation in 
the price of publie securities. But foreign 
capital has not come in, neither have pub- 
lie securities appreciated. On the contrary, 
we have seén an ever-increasing preponder- 
ance on the side of imports, a correspond- 
ing outflow of specie, and a steady fall in 
the price of bonds. Nor is this all. The 
effect of the demonetizaticn of silver has 
been fatal to the most promising of all 
Japan's industrial enterprises—cotton spin- 
ning. Its chief market has been closed 
against it, and the prosperity that distin- 
guished it at the close of 1896 was replaced 
by adversity at the end of 1897. 

Greater Japan, a periodical printed in 
both English and Japanese, makes the 
following statement: 


The adoption of the gold standard is the 
worst mistake ever committed by the gov- 
ernment in the long history of the thirty 
years that have passed since the present 
meijiera began. The Matsukata ministry, 
however, must bear the full respons'bility 
for it. The prospect which the country had 
of still further developing her industries, 
owing to the depreciation of silver com- 
pared with gold has now been ruthlessly 
thrown away. Our trade with silver-using 
countries has already been greatly injured. 
In China, Corea and the strait settlements, 
where at one time Japanese products found 
a good market, and were rapidly expelline 
foreign goods, Japan is now losing ground 
and is likely soon to have Uttle footing left. 
Many of the factories in the western part 
of Japan are ciosing or only running on 
half time. 

Unfortunate Japan has discovered that 
it is but a short step from prosperity, 
when a nation takes the gold standard 
route.

The South and the West. 

Does Senator John M. Thurston, of 
Nebraska, represent the commercial sen- 
timent of the west or foreshadow the 
hidden developments of the future when 
he affirms in oracular style that inti- 
mate commercial relations between the 
south and west are impossible? 

Such is the emphatic declaration of 
the Nebraska senator, whatever may 
beits inspiration. Inthe February num- 
ber of ‘Munsey’s Magazine the senator 
discusses at some length the political 
future of the-great trans-Mississippi re- 
gion, and incidentally refers to the com- 
mercial intercourse at present existing 
between the north and east. Of course 
Senator Thurston may be in possession 
of information for some mysterious rea- 
son withheld from all other rational 
creatures, and on that supposition it 
may be of interest to note what he says. 
Without going too much into detail. 
the following paragraph is extracted 
from this extraordinary article. Writes 
Senator Thurston: 

So much has been said and written in 
regard to a union between the south and 
west in opposition to the east, that many 
peopte in the country seriously believe such 
a coalition to be possible. In my judgment 
there is not the slightest danger of it. 
There are but few ties of blood between 
the two sections.! On the contrary. men’s 
inherent affection for the home of their 
ancestors binds the people of the west with 
chains of enduring sentiment to the history, 
the traditions, the teachings, the achieve- 
ments of their New England ancestry. All 
the businesss connections and relations of 
the western people have, up to the present 
time, been with the great centers of 'popu- 
lation and acgumulated wealth directly 
east of them. The chief transportation 
lines have heretofore been established on 
parallels of latitude, and not of longitude. 
The pilgrimages of the western people are 
to their former homes in the east: they buy 
in the east, and for the most part the pur- 
chasers of their products are in the east; 
and there they secure their monetary ac- 
commodations through established commer- 
cial agencies and relationships. 

If Senator Thurston had contented 
himself with merely stating what he 
believed to be true in regard to the trade 
relations existing between the south 
west and stopped there without 
jtaking to reason the ’ >t 
would have been much 
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n logic. undertaking to 
cial union between the south and west 
eould not be effected, the Nebraska sen- 
ator has simply made himself ridiculous. 
What utter absurdity it is to contend 
that the trade of the west will always 
be carried on with the east for the simple 
reason that most of the trans-Mississip- 
pi setlers originally emigrated from 
New England. Doves the senator need 
to be informed that self-interest and 
not consanguinity lies at the root 

commercial enterprise, and that wide- 
awake business men are going to trade 
where it is clearly-to their interest to 
trade, regardless of where their grand- 
fathers came from. While the east says to 


the west, you must trade with us because | 


we are kinfolks, the south says to the 
west, we can make it to your interest 
to do so. In this confidence alone does 
the south seek or desire commercial 
relationship with the great west. But 
even on the score of blood, is the south 
so far removed from the west as the Ne- 
braska senator would have the world 
believe? In some of his own patriotic 
speeches, has not the senator himself 
declared that we are all one people, and 
that our destinies are all mutually in- 
terwoven in the common hopes of the 
republic? If the senator has never 
made use of this sentiment, it is not for 
the reason that it does not happen to be 
wholly and absolutely true. In the 
broadest and best sense of the term the 
south is as closely related to the west as 
New England or any other section of 
this country can possibly be. But the 
question is not one of relationship, it is 
not one of commercial interest purely; 
and the west is already beginning to 
settle this question in favor of the south 
by patronizing more liberally our south 
Atlantic and gulf ports and by cultivat- 
ing more intimate trade relations gen- 
erally with this section.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The trial of M. Zola, 
French author, is not without its amus- 
ing features. Says-The Washington Star in 
commenting upon the refusal of Major Paty 
du Clam to answer questions put to him: 
Major Paty du Clam needs no other justi- 
fication for his persistent silence at the 
Zola trial.in Paris than his name. Major 
Paty du Clam evidently believes in observ- 
ing all the unitles. Having been given this 
cognomen by his ancestors and his par- 
ents it behooves him to go through life a 
silent man. It is especially incumbent 
upon him in court, when askéd questions 
that might embarrass him or his friends 
and colleagues to fall back upon his name 
and decline to answer. Zola is unfortu- 
nate in his defense. He has run up against 
an almost solid wall of silence. Others of 
the witnesses summoned by him to sub- 
stantiate his charges have refused to reply 
to questions put by his counsel. The form- 
er president of the republic even declined 
at first to take the oath. declaring that it 
was his duty not to tell the truth. But 
none of these witnesses has so good a 
reason for pertinacious tactiturnity as has 
Major Paty du Clam. 
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One of the most interesting articles which 
has recently appeared in The London Mail 
concerns the character of food mainly 
relied upon by different nationalties. Says 
this distinguished newspaper: 

In the remoter parts of Sweden the poor 
people make an@. bake their: rye bread 
twice a year. and store the loaves away so 
that eventually they are as hard as bricks. 
Further north still bread is made from bar- 
ley and oats. In Lapland oats, with the 
inner bark of the pine, are used. The two 
together, well ground and mixed, are made 
into large, flat cakes, cooked in a pan 
over the fire. In dreary Kamchatka, pine 
or birch bark by itself, well macerated, 
pounded and baked, frequently constitutes 
the .whole of the native bread food. The 
Icelander scrapes the “Iceland moss” 
off the rocks and grind it into fine flour, 
which serves both for bread and puddings 
In some parts of Siberia, China and other 
eastern countries a fairly palatable bread 
is made from buckwheat. In parts of Italy 
chestnuts are cooked, ground into meal 
and used for making bread. Durra, a va- 
riety of millet, is much used in the coun- 
tries of India, Egype, Arabia and Asia 
Minor for making bread. Rice bread is 
largely eaten by the Chinese, Japanese and 
a large portion of the inhabitants of India. 
In Persia the bread 4s made from rice 
flour and milk; it is called “lawash.”* 

The Persian oven is built in the ground, 
about the size of a barrel. The sides are 
smooth ‘mason work. The fire is built at 
the bottom and kept burning until the 
wall or sides of the oven are thoroughly 
heated. Enough,dough to form a sheet 
about a foot wi and about two feet long 
is thrown on the bench and rolled until 
about as thin as sole leather: then it is 
taken up and tossed and rolled from one 
arm to the other and flung on a board and 
slapped on the side of the oven. It thkes 
only a few moments to bake, and when 
baked it is spread out to cool. This bread 
is cheap, sweet and nourishing. A speci-

is made of clover seed, flax or linseed meal, 
mixed with edible grass.

HE Consolidated transfer case took 
T: decidedly interesting turn yesterday 

when the attorneys in the litigation 
reached an agreement before Judge New- 
man modifying the answers and allegations 
SO as to the hearing before the 
court of \appeals in New Orleans, 

The agreement reached yesterday Was 
signed by all cofinsel in the interesting 
case and their action eliminates every 
issue in the case except that question rel- 
ative to the corporate power of the city 
of Atlanta to enforce the transfer ordi- 
nance. Under the terms of the agreeinent, 
no rights are waived by any of the parties 
to the Htigation and the effect will be to 
advance the case so that the question may 
be decided within the next sixty days. thus 
making it unnecessary for the present to 
make proof of allegations as to the allegea 
unreasonableness of the ordinance and con- 
sue strictly to the question as 


advance

Company of Boston, 

The hearing was brief, as counsel had 
reached the agreement, which had been 
prepared, before entering into the matter 
before Judge Newman. 

The agreement, which was signed by ev- 
ery member. of counsel, is for the purpose 


of testing the corporate power of the city. 


and. provides for a speedy decision in the 
case, 

Several. months previous Judge Newman 
granted a restraining order and rule nisi, 
declaring that the city had not the cor- 
porate power. Yesterday he granted an in- 
junction, thus making it possible for the 
city to appeal, carrying the case quickly 
into the appellate court. 

If the court of appeals in New Orleans 
should sustain the ruling of Judge New- 
man, this would settle the case and would 
mean that the city had not the authority 
and power to enforce the ordinance for 
transfers; if the decision should be con- 
trary, reversing Judge Newman, it would 
mean that the case would be taken up 
here again and evidence would be intro- 
duced. 

Counsel in the case has been endea -oring 
for some time to secure. this advancement 
and everybody interested is pleased with 
the action taken vesterday.

A day the street committee will present a 
: written agreement from the county 
commissioners to the effect that they will 
bear one-half of the expense of widening 
Whitehall street. 

This will place the matter in better shape 
than it has ever been since the widening 
of the street was first mentioned and there 
now appears to be no Joubt that the street 
will Le made one of the prettiest thorough- 
fares of the city. 

Since the county has agreed to do all 
the work, that is, move back the side- 
walks, fences and shade trees and do what 
grading is there now remains 
nothing for the city to do but to obtain 
the frontage and authorize the work. The 
county is ready and willing to begin at 
any time the city may pass an ordinance 
of resolution authorizing the work to pro- 
eeed. 

The fact that the county will bear one- 
half the expense was made known yester- 
day morning at a conference betgeen the 
roads and bridges committee of the coun- 
ty commissioners, the street committee of 
the city council and a committee of citi- 
zens. This conference was held for the 
purpose of discussing the matter and es- 
certaining if any agreement could be 
reached between the city and county where- 
by the latter would share in the expense 
of the work. 

The committee representing the county 
stated that the county commissioners would 
pay one-half of the cost of widening 
Whitehall street. The street committee 
asked that this agreement be made in writ- 
ing in order that it might be presented 
to council at its next meeting. 

A special meeting of the county com- 
missioners will be held Wednesday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, at which time the agree- 
ment will be prepared and presented to 
the street committee of the council. 

The meeting yesterday morning was very 
pleasant. Those present were: Walter R. 
Brown, Forrest Adair and E. B. Rosser, 
for the county commissioners; I. 8. Mitch-

fifteen-vear class will thave to pay just 
twice as much per year now than they 
have paid heretofore. This is said to be 
the second increase of the kind and when 
the announcement was made by the com- 
pany of increase there was no little 
indignation felt in the city among the 
policy holders. 

There are a large number of the policy 
holders in Atlanta and they took steps to 
see if they could not do something to pre- 
vent the increase. Those?*who are. affected 
by the new assessment are men who have 
been with the company for years and who 
cannot afford to pay the increased rate, 
eannot afford to drop out and who cannot 
be insured in other companies. 

It appears that under the new arrange- 
ment announced in a circular letter sent 
out by the company. the policy holders will 
have to pay more money the older they 
get. There Is a clause in the by-laws of 
the company which gives the management 
the righ't to assess the policy holders, and 
this seems to cover the present assessment 
which has proved so objectionable to the 
old policy holders. 

There were about fifteen present at 
meeting yesterday afternoon and Mr. W. 
A. Hemphill was appointed chairma:.. The 
situation. was discussed and it was the 
opinion of those present that, under the 
contract, the company has the right to in- 
crease the assessment. According to what 
was said during the discussion it seems 
that the policy holders were not informed 
that they would have an increased assess- 
ment when they reached certain ages.

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“Dr. Alexander said he could insure in an 


old Iine company now for as much as he 
will have to pay and with no prospect of 
an increase. 

Mr. Craig Cofield stated that he desired 
to say a few words in justice to the present 
management of the conipany.

The first thing the police board did last 
night was to resolve itself into one of its 
monthly coflecting bureaus. The board 
consumes about half of ws time every 
month trying to regulate the financial af- 
fairs of the patrolmen. Thete is a rule. 
No. 118, which says that members of the 
force who obtain credit by vir of their 
being employed by the city as‘ 
must pay their debts. But the 
nothing about debts contracted 
man becomes a policeman, and 
where the police board often strikes a 
stumbling block. Vv, 

Last night five patrolmen were béfore 
the board to explain why they had ‘not 
paid certain debts, and most of them made 
arrangements to settle up as quickly as 
possible. One officer of the department, 
who gets only $45 a month and was married 
only a few weeks ago, was hauled up atout 
a board bill of a friend for whom he stood 
security. He demurred to paying just now 
aud was let off with $2.50 a month until he 
paid the whole of the $16. 

" Pay for Lost Time. + 


Then the board tackled the petitions of 
policemen who had lost time. 

Patrolman Clarence Hamilton asked for 
pay for five days while he had the small- 
pox, which he contracted while making ar- 
rests in Dark Town. He was given half 
pay. 

Patrolman R. J. Hollis, who lost $197 in 
wages by being hurt by his horse while 
making an arrest, was allowed full pay. 

Sergeant White, who lost a month from 
an old wound received from a knife in the 
hands of a prisoner in 1882, was allowed 
half pay. 

In voting upen the allowances for lost 
time, Commisstoner Brotherton said he be- 
lieved the board was voting away too much 
money that way and hoped it would be 
discontinued in the future. 

As to Police Matron. 


Upon the recommendation of a special 
committee, Commissioner Johnson cehair- 
man, the board passed a resolution asking 
the eity council to create the position of 
police matron with a salary of $25 a month. 
The committee sald that the matron had 
proven a valuable aid to the police depart- 
ment and that the office should be a sala- 
ried one. It was also agreed that a regular 
set of rules should be adopted regulating 
the duties of the matron. Hereafter the 
police matron will be an officer of the bar- 
racks and subject to the control of the 
chief of police. A little over a year ago 
the matron was appointed without salary, 
as an @xperiment, and from the action of 
the commissioners last night if is evident 
that the experiment*has proven a success. 

Drivers and Reserves. 

Upon the recommendation of the chief 
of police it was decided to employ three 
regular wagon drivers at Salaries of $40 a 
month, and the patrolmen who now drive 
will be placed on beats. This will give the 
city an extra patrolman. | 

Commissioner Johnson introduced a reso- 
lution, which was adopted, ‘appointing a 
committee of three to look into the feas!- 
bility of selecting two regular men for 
reserve duty, Instead of keeping four af 
the men on sixteen hours every day. The 
committee appointed consisted of Commis- 
sioners Johnson, Patterson, Kendrick. It is 
Mr. Johnsan’s idea to keep two men over 
the stables in good rooms, whose duty it 
shall be to attend all emergency calls and 
fires.

Chicago, February 14:—Coarse grain and 
provision markets occupied the most of the 
afiernoon traders on chenge today, and 
new high figures in those markets were re- 
corded. Wheat, though dull, was strong 
on the foreign situation, and closed with 
%c advance to its previous May prices. 
Corn advanced 4c, oats 4@%sc and provis- 
ions closed from WW to 25c higher. 

At the opening and for about half an 
hour thereafter wheat was inclined to ac- 
cumulations since Friday, Minneapolis and 
Duluth reporting 843 cars, against 060 last 
week and 265 a year ago. Chicago received 
111 cars, 13 of which were contract. In ad- 
dition early Liverpoo] advices showed 7,@1d 
decline in futures, though cash prices were 
‘aid = higher. That part of th foreign 
market was, however, overlooked by local 
traders for the time being. The French 
crop outlook was reported as being favora- 
ble. Initial sales of May, which closed 
Friday at 974%@94%c, were made today at 
W7%Q9TI4c, and for some time the market 
fluctuated between these fractions. Ofler- 
ings were not all heavy, but there Was an 
almost total absence cf buying orders. 
Gradually the market took on strength. 
Figures on the Liverpool stocks explained 
strong cash market. Liverpool stocks show- 
ed a decrease of 337.000 bushels for the home 
market, leaving but 1,312,000 bushels, against 
480,000 bushels a year ago. English coun- 
try markets were quoted from 6s to ls per 
quarter higher than on Friday. Covering 
by shorts and a litile genera! buying was 
sterted when later cables were received 
showing recovery in the March deliv- 
ery sit Liverpool, and the May price was 
siowly forced up to 98% Here a reaction 
cccurred under realizing sales, May drop- 
pirg to %3c, where it was stopping by re- 
ports of pour threshing returns from tue 
Argentine crop and staterments that the 
figures on the exportable surplus of that 
country would probably be nwterlally re- 
duced. This caused renewed buying and a 
recovery to 98 Then for two hveurs the 
rurket was exceedingly dull. Acting on 
the belief that the Leiter party has con- 
trol of the wheat market, many of the pro- 
fessionals went over into the other pits to 
do their trading, and so dull was the mar- 
ket for a time in corsequence that brokers 
reported difficulty in doing business in even 
moderate-sized lots. Some nervousness 
was shown at times, prices fluctuaiing 
rapidly over a narrew range. The visible 
supply showed a disappointingly small de- 
crease—388,000 bushels—notwithstanding the 
recent large shipments, and encouraged 
short selling, which resulted in a decline to 
Sj54c. Late in the day the market became 
strong again on reports of good export en- 
gagements, and prices advanced to the 
highest point of the ady. Clearances from 
Atlantic and gulf ports were put at 1,240,- 
000. bushels in wheat and flour. May ad- 
vanced to 984c and closed ‘strong at 
WWLGaIS 4c. 

Corn was very active throughout. Heavy 
receipts, 845 cars, and the opening wheat 
decline, caused selling by smaller hold- 
ers at the start, and the market was weak 
for a time. Active speculative buying fol- 
lowed, the market becoming very firm as 
wheat and provisions advanced, and a 
marked increase in outside trade was 
noted. There was moderate realizing on 
the advance, but the general tone was 
firm to the close. May ranged from 30% 
to 29%@29%c, and closed \%c higher at 
301444 30% c. 

There was an active, stronger and high- 
er market for oats. Following the omning 
declines in other grains, the start was 
easy, but streng!t which developed in 
these markets caused good general buying 
and a gradual advance. There was free 
realizing under 26c, but all offerings were 
taken, and many early sellers were forced 
to cover. A good export business was re- 
ported whith was a factor. May ranged 
trom 26% to 25%c, and closed 4@%ec higher

Business in provisions was the largest 
for some time. The market was very 
strong and new high levels were reached.

The opening here was 
even lower than Liverpool, and after first 
call there was good realizing by the Wall 
street and Chicago speculative crowd, but 
commission houses absorbed all offerings 
for foreign and southern account, and 
prices rallied 3 to 5 points.

The market at present is rather narrow 
and quiet, and there will probably be some 
further realizing, but the situation is grow- 
ing more bullish and our advices are to 
purchase on declines, Estimates for New 
Orleans tomorrow 18,000 to 20,000, against 
7,168 last year and 5,070 for 1895; Houstop 
8,000 to &800, against 2.024 last year. 


Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Cotton«Letter. 


Atlanta, February 14.—Liverpool reported 
a moderate spot demand; sales 10,000 bales, 
with prices unchanged; middling uplands 
331; receipts 7,000 bales, of which 6,700 
were American. Futures opened at a de- 
cline of 2 pointg from Saturday's close, 
but during the latter part of the session 
regained part of the loss, the final sales 
being 1-64d under the previous close; tone 
steady, The opening in New York was at 
a decline of 4 to 5 points. Some liquida- 
tion and short selling was apparent during 
the first hour of the session. The decline 
brought out some good buying orders, 
which improved the market, prices advanc- 
ing 4 to-5 points over opening figures. How- 
ever, during the latter part of the session 
liberal port receluts and renewed liquida- 
tion caused an easier feeling the final sxles 
being 1 to 2 points over opening prices and 
3 to 4 points under last Friday’s close. 
The trading today was on a rather limited 
scale compared with the last week, total 
transactions being 166,300 bales. However, a 
more bullish feeling prevails and less dis- 
position to discount what the next crop 
will do, but more attention is being given 
to the spot situation. The @harket will no 
doubt be controlled largely by Liverpool. 
Port receipts today 34,793, against 15,90 
last year. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, February 14.—(Special.)—The 
holiday of Saturday was followed today 
by a quieter cotton market and a small 
loss in values. The Liverpool market was 
2-64d higher on Saturday, but lost that ad- 
vance this morning. This report was con- 
sidered rather discouraging and prices here 
were 3 to 6 points lower at the opening, 
May selling on the first call at 6.06. At 
the decline there was a spirited specula- 
tive demand, and notwithstanding free 
Liverpoo! selling prices advanced. May 
touching 6.12. The buying power exhaust- 
ed itself in a short while, however, and the 
market became quiet and gradually receded 
to about the opening figure. May closed 
at 6.07 to 6.08, with the tone of the market 
steady.
